LONDON, Jan. 2.—The increasing cold 
is progressively hampering and some- 
times halting movements both on land 
and sea in Europe.

Washington Withdrawal From 
Mexico Is Progressing. 


ORDERS. FOR EMERGENCY 


Movement Is' to Be Continued 
at Rate of Approximately 
15 Miles a Day. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The War De- 
partment today was notified in dis- 
patches from Major-General Funston 
that the withdrawal of the .American 
expedition in Mexico was progressing 
satisfactorily and the last troops should 
cross the border next Monday. 

A statement made public said: Gen. 
Fershing's movement continues without 
incident and according to schedule. We 
will probably cross the border a week 
from today.“ 

The text of the withdrawal order is 


known that it contains specific direc- 
tions for the conduct of the movement, 


followed in any odntingency which may 
arise, and it reached Major-General Per- 
thing early Sunday.

Then, with the 
border apparently safe, the demand for 
the return of the state troops has be- 
come more and more pressing. 
Moreover, Pershing’s present location 
was recognized as a source of military

Probably more decisive than all these 
reasons, however, was the belief that 
the situation would never be solved one 
way or another so long ds Pershing 
stayed, and that it would be best to 
withdraw all American soldiers from the 
stricken country in order to remove any 
American or anti-American issue. In 
other words, there is a disposition to 
leave Mexico to work out its own sal- 
vation without interference, and even to 
give Carranza a diplomatic victory, in 
the hope that in some way @ stable 
government may arise there. 

From now on it will not be possible 
for Carranza to meet American de- 
mands with counter demands for the 
withdrawal of the troops. 


Pershing’s Headquarters to Be at El 
Paso, ‘ 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Jan. 2.—Border 
stations to which troops of the expe- 
ditionary forces will be distributed on 
fheir return from Mexico were an- 
nounced at headquarters of the South- 
ern Department today. Five regiments, 
two of cavalry and three of infantry, 
will go to El Paso, and Gen. Pershing 
will éstablish his headquarters there. 

Gen. Funsten officially announced 
today that American troops in Mex- 
ico began moving from Colonia Dub- 
lan toward the torder yesterday 
morning. Because of scarcity of wa- 
ter in the gtreteh to be covered, the 
movement Has been divided into three 
columns. It ts prebable, he said, that 
the last column would not get away 
from Colonia Dublan for several days. 

Before crossing to American terri- 
tory regiments of the Pershing com- 
mand will be mobilized at Palomas 
Lake, about seven miles south of 
Columbus and then march from there 
into Columbus.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—A new mem- 
orandum to clear the armed ship issue, 
both for belligerent Governments and 
for American port officers, possibly“ 
may be issued, it was said at the State 
Department today, but care Was taken 
not to indicate such a document was in 
preparation. In a guarded discussion of 
the delicate subject, officials said arm- 
ing of vessels fore as well as aft does 
not necessarily convert them into war 
craft. The United States is: interested, 
it is said, not so much in-the kind of 
armament as in its purposes. 

Knowledge of Great Britain’s inten- 
tion to arm, merchantmen fore and aft 
was disclaimed by officials, who said 
no inquiry in that direction had been 
made. Denial also was made that the 
department has been told British vessels 
armed in that way would enter Amer- 
ican ports via Halifax, where the for- 
ward gun would be removed and the 
vessel then become defensively. armed. 

The State Department regards 
recognition of the right to arm fore as 
well as aft, if accorded, as entirely in 
agreement with the ‘memorandum of 
March 25, which, it was stated, still 
stands in all its principles. Under that. 
memorandum the nature of the arma- 
ment, whether offenSive or defensive, 8 
made to rest entirely on presumption of 
intention. This presumption, it is ad- 
mitted, may be decidedly changed by 
the increasing need of defense against 
German submarines through the adop- 
tion by the latter of the use of gunfire, 
as well as torpedoes.

country. The article refers chiefly but 
rot exclusively to Petrograd and Mos- 
cow. The writer believes that there is 
enough food in Russia to supply the 
entire population for two years, but 
owing to the inadequacy of the rail- 
roads, the lack of organization and co- 
ordination in distribution the people in 
some districts find it difficult and cven 
impossible to get supplies. 

The people of Petrograd have to stend 
in line for many hours to obtain meat, 
bread, milk, sugar and vegetables.

He Is Said to Be preparing to 
Take Barge Trip on 
River Seine. 


PARIS, Jan. 29.— The elevation of 
Gen. Joffre to the rank of Marshal of 
France appears to have eliminated 
him entirely from any effective con- 
nection with the army. The general 
public is slow to comprehend the sit- 
uation, but discreet references in the 
press leave little doubt as to the fact. 

Prior to the decree 
Joffre technical councillor to the War 
Council he was the commander-in- 
chief of all the French armies. The 
two decrees that were issued simul- 
taneously with that which raised him 
to the rank of Marshal annulled the 
decree that made him councillor to 
the War Council. In the meantime 
other decrees named “Gen. Nivelle 
icommander-in-chief of the French 
armies operating in France and Gen. 
Sarrail commander-in-chief of the 
Saloniki expedition. 

Another decree made Generals Ni- 
velle and Sarrail responsible directly 
to the Minister of War. Consequently 
Joffre is Marshal without a command 
and without any other function ex- 
cepting that of member of the Su- 
perior War Council that has not met 


as such since the beginning of the 


war. 

It is held also that Joffre ceased to 
be a-member of the Superior War 
Countil the. moment he was placed 
in command of the French armies in 
the field in face of the enemy. 

The new Marshal, the first to have 
been named under the third republic, 
is, according to some papers, already 
enjoying a rest in his native towh of 
Rivesalte .in the Basses Pyrenees. 
Others insist that he is still at his 
home in Paris. The Petit Parisien 
says that he has already in readiness 
the barge with which, according to 
his declaration to the American news- 
paper correspondents, he longed to 
make a voyage by river and canal 
through France.

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—When Capt. 
Serge Ruperti ‘of the Russian army and 
Mrs. Mae Wheeler, who is said to have 
just come from St. Louis, eloped to 
Hoboken May 13 last, and were mar- 
ried by a Justice of the Peace, their 
many friends in this city halled with 
joy the result of a delightful romance. 

The Captain was young, handsome and 
charming, and pretty, well-gowned Mrs. 
Wheeler simply radiated American 
vivaciousness. He had come to New 
York as a member of the Russfan com- 
missioa to purchase supplies for the 
Czar’s armies, and soon was presented | 
to Mrs. Wheeler. His courtship ‘was 
brief but ardent, and the elopement add- 
ed to the picturesqueness of the affair. 

But it develops that their matrimo-

OYSTER BAY, N. V., Jan. 9.— Pres- 
ident Wilson has earned for this country 


to stand on the side of the Lord against 
the wrongdoing of the mighty,” in the 
opinion of Col. Roosev elt. 

The Colonel, questioned at Sagamore 
Hill as to his opinion of Mr. 
remarks to the Maryland preparedness 
delegation last Thursday, made the fol- 


lowing statement: 
self in favor of peace without victory, 


universal service—that is, against all ef- 
ficient preparedness by the United 
States. 

„peace without victory is the natural 
ideal of the man who is too proud to 
fight. In the event of war, it is the only 
kind of peace open to the nation whose 
governors and leaders are too proud to 
fight and too foolish to prepare. It is 
spurned by all men of lofty soul, by all 
men fit to call themselves fellow citizens 
of Washington and Lincoln, or of the 


and Lee. 
“Triumph of Wrong Over Right.” 
“The Tories of 1776 demanded peace 


without victory. The copperheads of 1864 
demanded peace without victory. These 
men were Mr. Wilson's spiritual fore- 
fears. But neither Washington nor Lin- 
coln was among the men who draw the 
sword lightly, or, who when once it has 
been drawn, sheaths it without victory, 
if a righteous war is concluded by a 
peace without victory, such a peace 
means the triumph of wrong over right, 
and neutrality between right and wrong 
means the support of wrong against 
right. 

„Mr. Wilson asks the world to accept 
a copperhead peace of dishonor, a peace 
without victory for the right, a peace 
Gesigned to let wrong triumph, a peace 
championed in neutral countries by the 
aposties of timidity and greed.

Gov. Gardner has filled the vacancies in the Po- 
lice Board made by the declination of Messrs. 
Smith and Brinkman with business men of the 
same type. Charles W. Mansur and William 4. 
Giraldin are, like Philip B. Fouke, men of large 
interests and high standing in active business. 
It there is virtue in business management of the 
Police Department it should be manifest under the 
administration of these men. Results, however, 
depend not alone on the character and capacity of 
the Police Commissioners, but on the time and 
thought they give to police business. 

We believe that-the best results would be ob- 
tained with one Police Commissioner who would 
devote his entire time and energies to police work, 


and who, if not an expert, at least should. have 


experience in organizing and directing large 
bodies of men. The. board plan divides duties and 
responsibilities and frequently results disas- 
trously. 

Not having the one-head plan we must do the 
best possible with the board organization. We 
can do well if the members regard the public work 
assigned to them as of importance—as much im- 
portance as their private business. If they con- 
scientiously attempt to give the public the best 
possible service, the city will not suffer.

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REGULATING PUBLICLY-OWNED UTILITIES. 

The home rule in utility regulation urged by 
Aldermanic President Aloe on the Legislature 
extends only to utilities owned and operated by 
the public. The jurisdiction of the State Public 
Service Commission over privately-owned utili- 
ties would remain unaffected by the plan. 

Public regulation of publicly-owned utilities is 
inconsistent with the theories on which regulatory 
legislation is based. The parties to ordinary issues 
before the board are the public on one side and 
the representatives of service corporations on the 
other. But in issues affecting municipally-owned 
utilities the public is both plaintiff and respond- 
ent. Public regulation of the public itself fills 
at present no popular demand

PENALIZED HONESTY. 

A hobo who found a $100 bill on the streets and 
asked a policeman if it was real money was 
taken to headquarters and locked up. The sur- 
prising thing is not that he was arrested, but 
that, being a hobo, he was naive enough to tell 
a policeman of his find. Any policeman who saw 
a hobo with so much money could be depended 
upon to detain him, and one would ‘expect any 
hobo to know that.
